Speaking 


Your Help Is Needed 


Now that vacation time is probably over with the 
biggest majority of our residents and nothing remains of 
those summer days” but the memories and possibly an 
empty wallet, it is time to look at the tasks ahead. 

Our City government has a Herculean task facing it 
in the days ahead with the necessity of hiring a City 
Administrator and getting him settled into the ever-chang¬ 
ing City Hall scene; the necessity of making real progress 
in complying with the ultimatium of the Grand Jury to 
either provide new jail facilities or an alternate plan of 
transporting them to a county facility; the need of addi¬ 
tional facilities for the Police Department; the expansion 
of the park system; the annexation of the water depart¬ 
ment into one of several districting possibilities, and on 
and on. 

We will be facing, in the not too distant future the 
holidays with all the usual hustle and bustle, the clubs 
are becoming super active, the school organization become 
more demanding of our time and local organizations and 
service groups need additional help and talent to carry 
out their programs of service to the local communities. 

Yes, it is that time of the year when he look ahead 
to accomplishing those things which may now seem in- 
surmontable. Some of these will be accomplished and 
on completion may be looked back upon with "oh, that 
wasn’t too bad.” 

Two items that we are immediately faced with is the 
Lions' "White Cane” fund drive which is an annual event 
and one that will provide funds for the blind and those 
other with sight problems that need help. This is certainly 
a most worthwhile cause and one that is deserving of our 
all-out support. The other is the current membership drive 
of the Friends of the Library, a group that provides fi¬ 
nancial aid to our local public library and provides a series 
of programs, “Armchair Traveller” that have proven very 
popular in the past. This project, too, is worthy of our sup¬ 
port. 

Our local Volunteer Fire Department is also looking 
for recruits to add to their roster to help keep their 
membership up to quota. They are looking for men quali¬ 
fied for training in the art of fire fighting, a job that knows 
no season and one that can summons at any time, day or 
night. 

The Planning Commission is facing a heavy work load 
with its seeking of a "Master Philosophy” before tackling 
a Master Plan that will be compatible with the thinking 
of community residents as a whole. This, by no means, a 
small task and hundreds of hours will become involved 
before any real progress can be shown as the number of 
facets to this problem seem almost unbelievable. 

The Parks and Recreation Commission is in the process 
of studying ways to achieve some of its goals: The build¬ 
ing of a Youth Hut; development of Bailey Canyon; the 
development of an over all youth program, further develop¬ 
ment of existing parks and etc. This too will involve 
many hours of hard work by many dedicated persons in 
order to achieve even a portion of their goals. 

The Chamber of Commerce is actively pursuing its 
hopes of updating the shopping area and providing the 
kind of shopping that attracts residents and outsiders to 
Shop locally. They seek to keep their goods and services 
competitive. 

For any and every person willing to be a part of this 
community, there is an opening waiting for you in one 
of the many service organizations and willing hands are 
most welcome, as the biggest majority are working short- 
handed and most anxious to prove to you that you do 
BELONG! 


Do It Yourself 

Saturday, September 17, was Citizenship Day. 

For many citizens, the reaction is, "So what.” 

Which means that you never miss the water till the 
well runs dry. 

Even if you were born an American citizen, you are 
descended from people who weren’t. They became citizens 
through the difficult processes of immigration and na¬ 
turalization, except for some who became citizens of the 
United States by establishing the United States by means 
of a war. 

For those people, citizenship was not a “so-whaf 
proposition. It was one of the most important things in 
their lives. 

Citizenship means full membership in a country. A 
country and its citizens are not really separate. 

Citizenship involves both civic and political rights, as 
well as civic and political duties. Bills of rights in the 
United States Constitution and in state constitutions guar¬ 
antee civic rights to all Americans. A child possesses civic 
rights, such as the right to worship as he pleases, from 
the moment he is born. 

In turn, each citizen owes allegiance to his country. It 
is his civic duty to support his government, obey its laws. 


and defend his country. 

Democratic government falls unless citizens show the 
same eagerness to serve their country that they expect 
the country to show in serving them. 

Citizenship Day — first proclaimed by President Tru¬ 
man in 1952 —- fell on a Saturday this year ... a day 
for golf, for football, for closing the summer cottage, for 
raking up the first leaves of fall. 

But it might be well to stop a moment and think of 
the people who won for you your citizenship in this "nation 
of immigrants” — whether they won it with musket and 
bayonet nearly 200 eyars ago, or by crossing the Atlantic in 
a reeking steerage in the 1840’s, or by riding on a DC-6 
in 1948. 

And think, too, of the people who raised their right 
hands this Citizenship Day and took the oath of allegiance 
to the United States — the final step in becoming a na¬ 
turalized citizen — the oath that begins: 

“I hereby declare, on oath, that I absolutely and en¬ 
tirely renounce and abjure all allegiance and fidelity to 
any foreign prince, potentate, state, or sovereignty, of 
whom or which I have heretofore been a subject or citizen; 
that I will support and defend the Constitution and laws 
of the United States against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic, that I will bear true faith and allegiance . . . .” 

In fact, you might even murmur that oath to yourself 
this week and day.

In about 740 B.C., God 
commissioned the prophet 
Isaiah to go out and warn 
the people of the wrath to 
come. "Tell them what a 
worthless lot they are,” God 
said. ‘'Tell them what is 
wrong, and why, and what 
is going to happen unless 
they have a change of heart 
and straighten up ... I 
suppose perhaps 1 ought to 
tell you,” He added, “that 
it won’t do any good! The 
official class and their in- 
telligentia will turn up their 
noses at you and the 
masses will not even listen. 
They will all keep on in 
their own ways until they 
carry everything down to 
destruction . . .” 

“Why,” asked Isaiah, "if 
all that were so — if the 
enterprise were to be a 
failure from the start — 
was there any sense in 
starting it?” 

“Ah,” God an s w e r e d, 
“you do not get the point. 
There is a Remnant there 
that you know nothing 
about. They are obscure, 
unorganized, inartic u 1 a t e, 
good little people — each 
one rubbing along as best 
he can. They need to be en¬ 
couraged and braced up be¬ 
cause when man’s folly 
finally catches up with him, 
they are the ones who will 
build a good society; and 
meanwhile your humble 
efforts will reassure them 
and keep them hanging on. 
Your job is to take care of 
the Remnant, so be off now 
and set about it . . .” 

Just what do we mean by 
the masses and what by the 
Remnant? The word masses 
means simply the majority. 
The line of differentiation 
between the masses and 
the Remnant is set invari¬ 
ably by quality, not by cir¬ 
cumstance. The Remnant 
are those who by force of 
Intellect are able to under¬ 
stand moral principles and 
by force of character are 
able, at least measurably, 
to live by them. The masses 
are those who are unable 
to do either. 

It appears that today’s 
leaders are only interested 
in taking their message to 
the masses. Their first, last, 
and only thought is of 
mass-acceptance and mass- 
approval. 

The main trouble with 
this (mass-man approach) 
is its accompanying sur¬ 
render to human greed. A 
writer alms at getting many 
readers; a publisher, many 
purchasers; a man of the 
cloth, many followers; a 
politician, many votes; and 
so on. But in the realization 
of these desires the message 
becomes adulterated. Mean¬ 
while the Remnant, aware 
of this adulteration com¬ 
posed of a surrender of 
principle, turn their backs 
on the prophet and will 
have nothing to do with 
him or his message. 

The Remnant are always 
largely an unknown quan¬ 
tity. You do not know, and 
will never know, more than 
two things about them. And 
you can be dead sure of 
those: first that they exist; 
second that they will find 
you. 

A Biblical account of a 
prophet’s attempt to count 
up the Remnant is that of 
Elijah who was .jlsked by 
God what he was doing so 
far away from his job. Eli¬ 
jah said that he was run¬ 
ning away because all the 
Remnant had been killed. 
God counciled Elijah: “As 
for your figures on the 
Remnant, I don’t mind tell¬ 
ing you that there are seven 
thousand of them back 
there in Israel whom it 
seems you have not heard 
of, but you may take My 
word for it that there they 
are.” 

Seven thousand out of a 
million is a highly encour¬ 
aging percentage for any 
prophet. Yes, the Remnant 
exists! 

The other certainty which 
the prophet of the Remnant 
may always have is that 
the Remnant will find him. 
He may rely on that with 
absolute assurance. He does 
not need to advertise nor 
demonstrate. All of these 
obvious trappings he leaves

to his more “liberal” broth¬ 
ers who must twist and de¬ 
ceive and confuse. These 
are by necessity a part of 
the great general technique 
of getting the mass-man’s 
ear — or as H. L. Menchen 
puts it, “the teachnique of 
boob-bumping.” 

On the contrary, if, for 
example, you should put 
forth an idea which lodges 
in the subconscious mind of 
a casual member of the 
Remnant, it there lies dor¬ 
mant. Then it begins to fret 
and fester until it present¬ 
ly invades the man’s con¬ 
scious mind. Meanwhile he 
has quite forgotten how he 
came by the idea in the 
first place and even perhaps 
thinks he has invented it 
himself. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances, the most grati¬ 
fying thing of all is that 
you never know what the 
presence of that idea will 
influence him to do.
